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A Thanksgivin

ples. Our thankfulness over 
being at peace with the world 
needs to be tempered with 
shame as we remember that 
American bombs are killing 
innocent women an(L children 
in China; our thankfulness 
that we are free from such 
oppression as now permeates 
dermany should not blind us 
to the fact that we still htjve 
race prejudice an4 injustice 
in our midst; our thankful¬ 
ness for ail* abundance of ma¬ 
terial blessings should not 
make us forget the thousands 
who face real suffering in our 
land. 

We are dependent upon 
God, we do owe Him grati¬ 
tude for all of life’s blessings, 
and the only adequate way to 
properly discharge our debt 
to Him is to live thankfully. 
Not lip service, or even an 
emotional stir at this particu¬ 
lar time of the year, will suf¬ 
fice. 

A thankful heart will seek 
to discover means whereby all 
these blessings which we en¬ 
joy will be the heritage of all 
people everywhere. 


From the very earliest 
dawn of history men have 
sensed their dependence upon 
a Divine Providence, and 
days, and sometimes weeks, 
of thanksgiving have been 
observed, sometimes through 
fear and often because of real 
gratitude. 

Tradition has it that the 
American observance of the 
day came as a result of a long 
series of fasting and prayer, 
when one farmer of good 
common sense arose to sug¬ 
gest that, instead of con¬ 
stantly bombarding heaven 
with petitions and complaints, 
it would be better to proclaim 
a day of thanksgiving. And 
why not, for, after all, their 
lot was better than it might 
have been, their inconven¬ 
iences were diminishing eveiy 
day as the colony grew 
stronger, the earth had be¬ 
gun to reward their labor 
and, above all, they were 
there in the full enjoyment 
of liberty, civil and religious. 

Thus Governor Bradford is¬ 
sued the first proclamation in 
1621, and with more or less 
regularity the day was set 


The rapid advance of sci¬ 
ence has seemed to some to 
carry us beyond dependence 
upon the Divine, but the lead¬ 
ing scientists of the world 
continue to insist that the dis¬ 
coveries of science only reveal 
what has long been in the 


mind of God, and that our de¬ 
pendence is more than ever in 
Him. 

Our greatest danger in 
these days, with regard to 
Thanksgiving, is that we will 
become complacent and self- 
satisfied feeling that it is be- 


apart by presidents, congress 
or governors until 1864, since 
which time the President has 
annually issued a Thanksgiv¬ 
ing proclamation. Like the 
people of other days, we need 
to render thanks to God for 
the blessings of our days.

BERLIN. OP)—The German gov¬ 
ernment ordered a levy of 20 per 
cent of Jewish fortunes exceeding 
$2000 today to pay the $400,000,000 
fine imposed for the asslnation of 
Ernest Vom Rath, Paris embassy 
secretary, by a Jewish boy. 

The decree defining the means of 
colic ting the fine In four install¬ 
ments was publiched in the official 
gazette as the German propaganda 
machine went Into full swing with 
a warning no mercy would be ac¬ 
corded in writing “the last chap¬ 
ter of the Jewish question in Ger¬ 
many.” 

ALIEN JEW ! EXEMPT 

The levy is to be imposed on 
German Jews and those who live 
in Germany but are without 
citizenship in other countries. For¬ 
eign Jewish citizens are exempt. 

Payments are to be made to the 
state treasury. Payments by in¬ 
surance companies to Jews for 
damage done their shops and 
synagogues during the Nov. 10 
violence, after Vom Rath’s death, 
are to be turned over to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

These amounts will be accepted 
as partial payment qf the levy. If 
the insurance payments exceed 
the 20 per cent levy, however, the 
entire amount will be confiscated 
by the government. 

The entire 20 per cent levy must 
be paid by Aug. 15, 1939. Jews 
just make their payments without 
further notice and will be subject 
to further penalties if they fail 
to do so.

WIDOW'S STORY 
UNSHAKEN BY 
MR QUIZ 

WHI’TE PLAINS, N. Y. (JP)— 
A step by step In re-enactment of 
the eerie "helping hand" death 
case in which a 44-year-old house¬ 
wife is charged with aiding her 
husband to die was ordered to¬ 
day by Police Chief John J. Done- 
gan of Hastings-on-Hudson. 

’’I want to see exactly what 
happened," Chief Donegan said, 
’’and I want to see If her reenact¬ 
ment follows her story.” 

The widow, Mrs. Marie Burck- 
halter, was held in $10,000 ball 
on a first degree manslaughter 
charge as Westchester county au¬ 
thorities withdrew a tentative ver¬ 
dict of suicide. 

Under a seldom - invoked law, 
she is accused of "abetting" the 
automobile exhaust death of her 
huband, Eugene, 47, Chemical 
company executive, in the family 
garage at Hastings last Satur¬ 
day. 

Assist. Dist. Atty. Elbert T. 
Gallagher, describing Mrs. Burck- 
halter as a "verj’, very clever wo¬ 
man," said her story in the main 
had been unshaken throughout 10 
hours of questioning ending at 1 
a. m. today. 

"There have been several small 
changes in her story,” Gallagher 
said, "but she seems to have an 
adroit explanation for every¬ 
thing." 

He indicated he was far from 
satisfied, however, and declared 
the case was "wide open." j 

Held with the widow, as a ma- | 
terial witness in default of $2000 i 
bail was Melvin Kittel, 34, dap- | 
per salesman and former Califor¬ 
nian, who had been her compan¬ 
ion frequently In recent weeks. 

An examination of Mrs. Burck- 
halter continued, two psychiatrist.s 
sorted the facts of her life in 
search of an explanation for her j 
conduct. ; 

What sort of woman, Dr. James 
J. Vavasour of Amityville and Dr. 
William J, Doherty of Yonker.i 
wanted to know, would give her 
husband a length of hose to pipe | 
carbon monoxide into his car? 

What sort of wife would stay I 
away from her husband’s funeral , 
because "we never believed in fu- j 
nerals?" j 

While the psychiatrists pursued I 
those questions. Dr. Amos O. 
Squire, county medical examiner, 
answered others with a report 
that Burckhalter’s blood contained 
a ■ lethal measure of carbon mo¬ 
noxide aqd that he had been drink¬ 
ing and taking hypnotic medi¬ 
cine, as his widow said. 

The maid was quoted by Galla¬ 
gher as saying: 

"She (Mrs. Burckhalter) took 
him Into the garage about noon. 
It was raining hard and the mas¬ 
ter wa.s shaking, he was so weak, 
when she came back it was 3:40 
p. m. by the kitchen clock, I 
said to her ‘what you doing with 
that sick man in that cold gar¬ 
age? Want him to catch pneu¬ 
monia?’ 

" ’He’s all right, Betty,’ she said 
to me. ’He’s in the car and I 
closed all the doors and windows 
and stuffed them with papers. He 
won’t be in the draft. Just don’t 
disturb him.’ 

"I wanted to go see how he 
was donng but she told me not 
to. 

"I’ve worked in this house for 
21 months and I never saw him 
fight with anyone. He’d take a 
bottle of liquor, lie down on a 
couch, and bother nobody. 

“When he’d have a few drinks 
I’d get down on the floor and read 
the Bible to him. After I read 
a while he’d ask me to sing, and 
I’d croon a few hymns to him. I 
liked that man and I don’t like 
the idea of his boy saying he was 
a regular devil in his cups."

Requests such as that aren’t 
very common, but they have oc¬ 
curred at Orange county’s nursing 
bureau, where 92 graduate regis¬ 
tered nurses are on call day and 
night for hospitals or physicians.

The register has been operated 
under the supervision of the Cali¬ 
fornia State Nurses association, 
district 10, for the past eight 
years. The district comprises all 
of Orange county. 

> « • 

Ihls is a central exchange from 
which all hospitals in the county 
as well as private physlciana can 
draw upon for extra nursing help. 
The re^ster also handles calls for 
the Orange county health depart¬ 
ment during week-ends and at 
night when the department of¬ 
fices are closed. 

« • • 

Operated in conjunction with 
the nurses register is a physi¬ 
cians and surgeons exchange. 
Doctors can be quickly located on 
emergency calls. A number of 

physicians have alternate tele¬ 
phone numbers listed, the alter¬ 
nate one being the exchange 

number. 

« * « 

Still another service is the list¬ 
ing of medical specialists, such as 
in eye, ear or nose socialists. 
Patients sometimes call In, ask 
where they can get specialised 
treatment There is no preference 
by the exchange which gives the 
caller the names of every special¬ 
ist in that field. 

» « • 

This call service actually be¬ 
gan operating nearly 16 years 
ago, although it has been under 
the direction of the nurses asso¬ 
ciation only for the past eight 
years. Headquatrers are at 2525 
Santiago, Santa Ana, with Mrs. 
Alice Theal directing. There are 
two Santa Ana telephones, and 
one Orange phone.

The 92 nurses who pay a small 
fee yearly for the service make 
from 325 to SOO calls per month 
through the nursing service. Big¬ 
gest majority of the calls are for 
hospital duty, virith approximate¬ 
ly five or ten per cent being calls 
for home duty.

There is considerable seasonal 
variation. There are certain times 
during the year, in summer for 
example, when calls are lighter. 

There is even a noticeable dif¬ 

ference in surgery, because peo- 
ole evidently don’t like to go to 
ihe hospital in summer months or 
Dn holidays.

Nursing calls and the stock 
market goes hand in hand, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Mabel Grouard, 
secretary-treasurer of the Orange 
county unit of the nurses associa¬ 
tion and head of the bureau. She 
says a slump In economic condi¬ 
tions, as seen through the stock 
market, often influences people to 
delay medical treatment.

She says agricultural commu- j 
niticB feel a greater seasonal vari¬ 
ation than railroad or manufac-1 
taring centers where the income I 
of the wage-earner is steadier | 
than that of the farmer, whose 
whose income is dependent upon 
his crop. A bad freeze in the 
citrus district might affect the 
number of calls for nurse.s, she 
claims.

A nurse listed with the call 
service may specify any type case 
she desires, and may specify the 
hours she desires to work. There 
are three shifts—7 a. m. to 3 p. 
m.; 3 p. m. to 11 p. m.; 11 p, m. 
to 7 a m. They may specify 
whether they prefer home or hos¬ 
pital duty. 

• • • 

nte more limitations and con¬ 
ditions a nurse sets up, the more 
limited will be her Income. Those 
who will accept practically any 
duty will have the greatest in¬ 
come. 

• • • 

While all hospitals in the county 
are served, St. Joseph takes 80 
per cent of the nurses. (Hos¬ 
pitals have regular nursing staffs 
on each floor, but additional 
nurses must be available. 

* • • 

Mra Grouard says if It were 
not for the call service each hos¬ 
pital would be forced to main¬ 
tain its own bureau. Each nurse 
wouid have to register with every 
hospital in ^he county, and that 
would open up the possibility of 
a nurse bsing oaUsd by two or 
three hospitals at one time. 

• « • 

Old system of scleeting nurses 
to be sent out on a eall was by 
rotation. That has been discard¬ 
ed in favor of a method whereby 
nurses are picked for particular 
cases because of their special tal¬ 
ents or preferencea

Hospitals calling for nurses will 
outline the case and tell what 
type nurse Is needed. Usually 
Mveral nurses are called at one 
time by hospitals. Some nurses 
are especially suited for mental 
asses; others won’t take contag¬ 
ious e as e s, possibiiy baeause tbSy 
Itavo a family, others won’t ac- 
;ept baby eases. 

The nervous patient, who is so 
grouchy and touchy that he 
drives everyone else mad, requires 
a placid nurse whose disposition 
can’t be ruffled.

LOS ANGELES. (JP) — C. C. 
Teatrue, president of the Califor¬ 
nia Fruit Growers’ Exchange, in 
a radio address last night declared 
that there are just two ways to 
control citrus shipments -red ink 
and prorate. 

“.Shall we enter on a period of 
destructive, survival-of-the-fittest 
competition among ourselves and 
with the other producing areas?” 
Teague asked. “If we do not have 
a prorate it means just that. With¬ 
out a prorate shipments will go 
forward unregulated — in quanti¬ 
ties larger than the market can 
absorb until red ink forces a halt. 
Then they will go again by fits 
and starts, with everybody in tha 
Indii.stry losing money. 

“Until the demand for our fruit 
can be made equal to the supply, 
there are just two ways to con¬ 
trol shipments. One is red ink. 
The other is prorate.” 

Teague declared that the repre¬ 
sentatives of the Mutual Orange 
Distributors and the American 
Fruit Growers, with the consent 
of a certain other few in the in- 
du.stry, have succeeded in block¬ 
ing a prorate for the past two 
weeks. i 

The exchange president in hi.n i 
address said that the exchange 
was for proration, but that the 
M, O. D. and others say it is use¬ 
less to prorate unle.ss all areas do 
the same. 

"Texas has just started prora¬ 
tion,’’ he said. "They did not wait 
for Florida. Neither can we. We 
must get more for our fruit than 
they do. Last year, under the 
prorate, we got considerably more 
per pound for Sunkist fruit than 
Florida got, in the same markets 
at the same time.” 

The distribution committee and 
the growers’ advisory committee 
will meet here Friday morning in 
an attempt to set a prorate for 
California and Arizona.

There was barely enough business to 
keep stock tickers going much of the 
time, although a midday buying epurt 
was a help in raising transactions to 
about a million shares. 

The slow - footed rally marked a 
change from the recent descent from 
the 1938 tops but brokers noted little 
difference in the essential characteris¬ 
tics of the market. In bonds and com¬ 
modities, too, markets more or less 
were stalemated. 

The Wall Street consensus still 
seemed to run toward expectation of 
more business improvement. But anal¬ 
ysts figured speculative markets had 
entered one of the intervals of uncer¬ 
tain drift frequent in major trends 
upward.

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Be Thankful For Orange County 

Tomorrow being Thanksgiving, today is the proper 
time for us to put ourselves on record about being thank¬ 
ful. So we got a pencil out this morning to count our 
blessings. After running through several sheets of 
scratch paper, the train of thought went like this: 

In the first place, we are very thankful we don’t 
live in Germany or anywhere in Europe. On second 
thought, we are glad we don’t live in China, or the Philip¬ 
pines, or Iceland. They have definite drawbacks. Thus 
we are thankful we live in the United States, where we 
get along more or less comfortably and don’t have to 
salaam to a dictator or any kind of royalty. 

But there are parts of the United States we would 
pass up. We’re glad we don’t live in the dust bowl, or 
in a hurricane area in Florida, or in the North, where it 
is cold. California’s a pretty fine place. 

Again, there are parts of California which aren’t 
quite to our liking. It gets cold in some places, and there 
is fog and lots of rain to contend with in others. Some 
parts of California are desert, and others have drawbacks 
like too many mosquitoes or scorching summers. 

But there’s nothing much the matter with Orange 
county. We have a little wind now and then, and once 
in a while a night that’s sort of nippy, and sometimes we 
have small floods. 

But—considering what people in other parts of the 
world have to contend with, we get along pretty nicely 
here. 

Come to think of it, we’d rather be here than any¬ 
where else. And, among other things, we’re thankful 
we’re here. 

Colonizing 3 Jews 

Aside from its slightly possible benefit as a circula¬ 
tion stimulant for his newspapers, William Randolph 
Hearst’s proposal to establish an African homeland for 
persecuted Jews seems to us virtually worthless. 

We can’t see how it could work. Like most plans set 
forth for solution of this problem, it ignores the undeni¬ 
able fact that Jews are, and have been for centuries, a 
highly urbanized people; they are city people, and the only 
places to which they can be successfully transplanted are 
cities. 

Hearst’s proposal is to create a “new Jewish republic” 
in Africa, handing over to this homeless race a territory 
equal to about half the area of the United States, mostly 
in the interior of Africa where big centers of population 
just aren’t. 

Two leading population experts. Dr. Warren S. Thomp¬ 
son, director of the Scripps foundation for research in 
population problems at Miami university, and Dr. Frank 
Lorimer, secretary of the Population Association of Amer¬ 
ica, recently declared it would be “sheer human waste to 
take these highly urbanized people and dump them in 
empty places where their training could find no outlet 
under the pioneer conditions that would ncessarily pre¬ 
vail.” 

We’re inclined to agree with them. 

Hearst’s plan, however, has another potential hitch in 
it. Most of the land he would have handed over to the 
Jews is located in what once were Germany’s African 
colonies, and, as the world knows. Hitler is out to get these 
colonies back. 

Founding of that “Jewish republic” on former German 
territory would prove equivalent to jumping the Jews 
from one frying pan into another if Hitler does succeed 
in regaining these territories for the reich. 

We truly wish we could offer a sensible substitute for 
Hearst’s plan, but every time we start thinking about a 
solution we find our thought more concentrated on the 
reasons for the problem. 

It seems rather hopeless that the world must strive 
to find a solution to a problem which has been brought 
to a head more by one man than by the fact that Jews 
live in his land; they live in other lands, too, but their 
presence there does not create a world disturbance—except 
in Palestine, where a re-colonization plan seemingly has 
failed. 

When Hitler has finished with the Jews there will be 
other religious groups at whom his displeasure may be 
directed. And will the world be forced to help rescue 
them? 

There must be a simpler solution. 

Princess Wallis 

Now that the Duke and Duchess of Gloucester have 
called upon the Duke and Duchess of Windsor, and now 
that King George and his queen, and possibly Prime Min¬ 
ister Chamberlain, are coming to visit the United States 
in the spring— 

Well, it opens up a lot of new ground to speculation 
and imagination, doesn’t it? 

For instance, if, as rumor has it, ex-King Edward 
won’t go back to England unless his American wife is 
recognized as a princess royal— 

And if King George and his royal advisers believe 
British sentiment is now in a mood to accept the former 
Wallis Warfield as a member of the royal family— 

And if King George and Prime Minister Chamberlain 
could arrange it so their visit to the United States coin¬ 
cided with an official pronouncement to the effect that 
an American commoner had been given official status as 
a member of the British royal group— 

Well, that would certainly be a classical happy end- 
ng to one of the most famous romances in history— 

And would doubtless clinch British and American 
;ood feeling in a way that no pact or treaty possibly 
could do. 

Wouldn’t it.?
